Laurentian University'sCapi- 
tal Campaign supporters and organ- 
izers celebrated their achievements 
in Phase I of their fund-raising drive, 
and launched Phase II of the cam- 
paign at the downtown branch of the 
Bank of Montreal last Thursday. 
Called "Coming of Age: Building 
Laurentian's Future", the campaign 
generated $11 million dollars this 
spring, and is aiming for another $5 
million, from the local business com-' 
munity, this autumn. 

"Laurentian, of course, is one 
of the most important scats of higher 
learning in Northern Ontario - in 
Canada, for that matter. The univer- 
sity is playing an extremely impor- 
tant role not only, as is obvious, in the 
teaching and training of students, but 
in the whole fabric of the Sudbury 
Region - the economic, social and 
cultural fabric..."

The Centre for Ecosystem 
Management proposal promises a

environment growth chambers, 
aquatic culture tanks, associated ana- 



motivated research staff, and a "tech- 
nology-enhancement fund" to keep 
abreast of developing technology. 

LIFER will be "Canada's first 
interdisciplinary institute of forensic 
science to advance the forensic pro- 
fession and to serve as an expert 
resource for law-enforcement offi- 
cials, legal experts, students, and re- 
searchers." 

According to Dr. Scott 
Fairgrieve, the institute's uniqueness 
is attributable to its focus on research, 
education and the provision of con- 
sultative services to the community. 
Dr. Fairgrieve himself has served as 
a consultant to law enforcement agen- 
cies in the region. He believes that 
LIFER, through workshops, can help 
the legal community and law enforce- 
ment agencies keep abreast of foren- 
sic science advancements and inno- 
vations. 

The Mining Innovation Cen- 
tre, Centre for Ecosystem Manage- 
ment and LIFER are likely to be 
situated at the Willet Green Miller 
Centre. LU and the provincial gov- 
ernment have been courting each 
other regarding the transfer of the 
building from the province to either 
the Region or the University. A source 
close to the transfer proposal re- 
mained sceptical as to whether the 
transfer will proceed, and indicated 
that Phase II of the capital campaign 
was not geared towards the acquisi- 
tion of the Centre. It was conceded, 
however, that the laboratories at the 
Centre arc appropriate for the Cen- 
tres and Institute proposed in the 
Coming of Age campaign. 



Student Unemployment Reaches 20% 



University and College stu- 
dents across Canada have emerged 
from record lev els of summer uncm- 
ploj ment. and a new federal iniati vc 
will not alleviate the debt-load, ac- 
cording to two press releases issued 
last week by the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Students (CFS). 

StatsCan figures show that 
student unemployment reached 
19.7 r ( this year, the highest rate in 
the I990's, and more than double of 
I989's 9.6<*. Month for month, 
summer 1997 students were unem- 
ployed more than any other year this 
decade. The student unemployment 
rate reached 2 1 .6^ in both May and 



June, 4.3% above the average for the 
previous five years for those two 
months. In July, the rate dropped 
below 20 r r. but remained higher than 
any other July in the 1990's, also true 
for August's \6"c. 

The release of the figures 
coincided with the announcement, 
by the Federal Liberals, of a new 
youth job strategy, called the "Fed- 
eral Public Youth Internship Pro- 
gram". Under the program, the fed- 
eral government .will create 3.000 
one-year intern postions in the fed- 
eral public sector with a wage scale 
of $9,880 to $ 1 5.000 per annum. 



"The program announced 
this morning offers poverty level 
wages. ..The youth unemployment 
crisis will not be solved by offering 
short-term low-paying internships", 
said Jennifer Story, National Deputy 
Chairperson of the CFS. Ms. Story 
linked the wages to student loan re- 
payment: "After monthly [] pay- 
ments, there w ill be not enough money 
to put food on the table." 

The average student debt of 

1997 s graduates stood at $22,000. 
and is expected to reach $25,000 for 

1998 graduates. 



Thieves hit LU Day Care 

The Laurentian University Child and Family Centre is appealing to 
the LU community for information relating to a break, enter and theft that 
occurred at the centre Monday, September 8. 

A thief, or thieves, gained entry through a window facing the 
athletic fields sometime between 6:00 pm and 10:30 pm, when the cleaning 
staff arrived. The perpetrator stole a brand new Pentium 1 66 computer and 
the centre's only TV and VCR. 

"Who would do such a thing?" asked Joy Rudd, the Administrative 
Supervisor of the Centre, referring to stealing from children. She said that 
it was difficult to explain to the children why they could not watch a video 
on Tuesday. 

Ms. Rudd is hoping that someone who went to the Physical 
Education building that evening saw something suspicious. She has begun 
a poster campaign at the University appealing for information. 

"The smallest bit of information may help security and Sudbury 
Regional police solve the case". Ms. Rudd also indicated that the serial 
numbers are recorded, and that the police did uncover fingerprints at the 
scene. 

The computer had been at the centre for less than a week, and was 
paid for by a fund raising campaign. The TV and VCR are NEC models, and 
are several years old. 

Anyone with information leading to the recovery of the stolen items 
and/or apprehension of the "culprits" are asked to call LU Security. The 
poster campaign promises anonymity, and Ms. Rudd has said that a reward 
will be paid for useful information.

Five Honorary Doctorates from LU 

LU conferred five honorary doctorates at its spring 
convocation. LU conferred a Doctorate of Education 
upon Mr. Guy Lemieux, director of the Le Voyageur 
and "an active member of Sudbury's Franco-Ontarian 
community". Mr. William Johnson, renowned Cana- 
dian journalist at the Montreal Gazette and author of A 
Canadian Myth: Quebec, Between Canada and the 
Illusion of Utopia, was conferred a Doctorate of Let- 
ters. A Doctorate of Business was conferred upon Mr. 
Michael Cowpland, described as "a Canadian and 
world leader in business and technology". Mr. 
Cowpland is the founder and CEO of Corel Systems 
Corporation. Dr. Raymond Davis, a Professor Emeri- 
tus at the University of Pennsylvania and a researcher 
at the Brookhaven National Laboratory who devel- 
oped "the first underground neutrino experiment", was 
conferred a Doctorate of Science. Ms. Alma Ricard, 
who was the motivating force behind the current Ethics 
Project at the University of Sudbury, was conferred a 
Doctorate of Law. 1 , 1 08 LU students received degrees 
at the spring convocation. 

Another LU Professor receives distinction 

The Canadian Institute of Mining Metallurgy and Pe- 
troleum (CIM) has selected LU professor Dr. Laxman 
"Lucky" Amaratunga as the recipient of its 1997 Fel- 
lowship. Dr. Amaratunga has been a professor in LU's 
School of Engineering since 1984, and has helped 
mining companies develop more efficient practices 
and reduce waste. He is a member of the Board of 
Directors of the CIM Mineral Processors and the CIM 
Metallurgical Society, for which he serves as the Chair 
of the Environmental Committee. He is also the editor 
of the Canadian Metallurgical Quarterly Journal.

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Trial delayed in CASA fraud case 

Last minute lawyer switch leads to delay

The fraud trial of a former 
student politician accused of embez- 
zling thousands of dollars from a 
national student organization has been 
delayed until early next year. 

Patrick FitzPatrick was sup- 
posed to appear in a New Brunswick 
court on Sept. 8 to stand trial for 
fraud. 

But three days before the trial 
was set to begin, FitzPatrick switched 
lawyers and asked for a delay until 
his new counsel could study the case. 
The crown objected, but Judge Hazen 
Strange granted a continuance until 
January. 

"The trial should go ahead 
today," said Kevin Connelly, the New 
Brunswick crown prosecutor han- 
dling the case. "People were incon- 
venienced. We had witnesses com- 
ing in from out of province." 

FitzPatrick is officially 
charged with defrauding the Cana- 
dian Alliance of Student Associa- 
tions of more than $5,000. Some re- 
ports have placed the actual amount 



closer to $40,000. If convicted, 
FitzPatrick faces up to ten years in 
jail. 

The charges stem from a 
two-month period in the fall of 1 995 
when FitzPatrick was serving as 
CASA's interim director. CASA al- 
leged that FitzPatrick used his posi- 
tion as co-ordinator of a national con- 
ference on higher education to access 
and misuse the funds. 

The conference ran up nearly 
$30,000 in unaccounted expenses and 
when suspicious bills began to ap- 
pear, like one for $10,000 worth of 
letterhead, the organization began an 
internal investigation. 

FitzPatrick also had access to 
a CASA-funded credit card while 
serving as director. Charges to the 
credit card during that period include 
bills for pizza, a stay at the Chateau 
Laurier Hotel in Ottawa, and a $169 
shopping spree at The Gap. 

In January of last year CASA 
met with police to launch a formal 
investigation but formal charges were 
not laid until earlier this year. 

The missing money forced 
CASA to cancel the conference and 



gave a black eye to the two-year old 
Alliance. Hoops Harrison, the Alli- 
ance'sexecutive director, saysCAS A 
is trying to forget about the trial and 
start fresh. But he says the Alliance is 
considering a civil suit against 
FitzPatrick. 

"It certainly is a very large 
priority for our members that we re- 
cover the money," he said. "But the 
criminal trial is our first priority." 

CASA was just a few months 
old and had a total annual budget of 
$ 1 28,000 when the money went miss- 
ing. Harrison says it was easy for 
someone deceive the inexperienced 
Alliance. 

"We were a very young or- 
ganization when this happened and it 
was easy to take advantage of the 
new organizational structure," he said. 

CASA currently represents 1 3 
student unions and more than 200,000 
students. 

FitzPatrick could not be 
reached for comment. He recently 
worked as a photographer for a stu- 
dent newspaper in New Brunswick 
where his brother Joseph FitzPatrick 
is now the editor in chief 



National engineering association sues 

Memorial 

Dispute over word 'engineering' in new Computer Science program

Local and national profes- 
sional engineering associations have 
initiated joint legal action against 
Memorial University of Newfound- 
land to stop what they see as a viola- 
tion of federal trademark laws. 

The suit, which was filed by 
the Canadian Council of Professional 
Engineers (CCPE) and the Associa- 
tion of Professional Engineers and 
Geoscientists of Newfoundland 
(APEGN), concerns MUN's use of 
the ternV'software engineering" in the 
name of a new non-engineering pro- 
gram. 

The dispute began about a year 
ago as what some called a turf-war 
between the faculty of engineering 
and the department of computer sci- 
ence. Both were bidding for the pro- 
posed Software Engineering pro- 
gram. 

After losing the program, the 
engineering faculty brought theircon- 
cerns to APEGN. This lead to an 
extensive lobby campaign on the part 
of both engineer groups in an attempt 
to derail the university's efforts. 

"It is just as misleading for a 
non-engineering faculty, such as the 
faculty of [science] of MUN, to offer 
a degree program in engineering as it 
would be if they offered a degree 



program in law, medicine or den- 
tistry," wrote APEGN president 
Geoff Emberley in a statement. 

Allen Steeves, APEGN's ex- 
ecutive director, said the reasons for 
the suit are based on the best interests 
of the public. 

"We're mainly concerned 
about the negative impact on the stu- 
dents and on the public and on our 
ability to regulate the profession in 
that area if we lose the titles 'software 
engineer' and 'software engineering' 
to anybody that wants to use it," he 
said 

"If we lose the right or ability 
to defend this title then we lose it to 
everybody, so it becomes a very seri- 
ous public safety concern in our esti- 
mation." 

The suit goes so far as to ac- 
cuse MUN of, "deceiving the public 
by passing off its services as and for 
the services of APEGN and its mem- 
bers." 

University spokesperson Pe- 
ter Morris says he disagrees. "[MUN] 
is not out to deceive anyone. We're 
out to offer a program in software 
engineering in computer science. 

"The professional engineer- 
ing associations seem to think that 
people will be somehow confused 
between this and the designation of 
'professional engineer', which is 



something that they are responsible 
for designating on individuals," he 
said. 

The new university calender 
will include disclaimers to clarify 
that this is separate from what would 
be defined as a program of the Fac- 
ulty of Engineering. 

Morris pointed out that the 
University of Toronto offers a pro- 
gram in software engineering in their 
computer science department. 

"It is common practice 
throughout the United States; other 
Canadian universities are consider- 
ing it," he said. "... but on the surface 
it certainly appears as if we are being 
singled out." 

But CCPE Interim President 
Wendy Ryan-Bacon said the fact that 
U of T is much larger and more pow- 
erful has nothing to do with CCPE's 
decision to only sue MUN. 

"I guess there are a number of 
factors [why we have not sued them], 
but whether they are doing it or not 
doing it has no bearing on the case 
against Memorial," she said. "If we 
are successful in this we intend to go 
after other universities as well." 

Ryan-Bacon said the CCPE is 
still amenable to an out-of-court so- 
lution, "if the university stopped call- 
ing [the program] engineering."

Racism allegations 

haunt University of 

Toronto

Burey, a black lawyer who was 
recently refused a job interview for 
a law post in race and gender stud- 
ies. Burey holds a masters in law 
from Harvard University and has 
argued race-based cases before the 
Supreme Court. 

And Prichard also defended 
the university against allegations of 
systemic racism in the physics de- 
partment made by former U of T 
seismologist Kin Yip Chun.

Instead, Prichard spoke at 
length about the university's inno- 
cence in the Chun case, while advo- 
cates of the Chinese-Canadian

scholar's were not given speaking 
priviledges during the meeting. 

Chair Roger Beck said at the 
meeting that the case was at heart "a 
personnel or personal matter" and 
that allowing Chun's advocates 
speaking rights would be unwise. 
"The risk of

appropriate, 
dangerous and 
prejudiced ter- 
rain is in my es- 
timation, too 
great," he said. 
Nor was 
Chun himself 
permitted to re- 
^^^^^^^^ fute Prichard's 
25-minute reas- 
surance speech. "I grew up in China 
and I know a thing or two about 
dictatorship. But even criminals in 
China are allowed to speak," said 
Chun. 

But Prichard says that the 
results of the university's own inter- 
nal investigation - which found no 
evidence of racial discrimination - is 
adequate. Prichard says that the 
community must leam to accept U 
of T's innocence as evidenced in the 
report's findings. "At some point it 
has to stop. The mere rep- 
etition of the allegation 
does not make it true. The 
facts must count," he said. 
The Ontario Human 
Rights Commission, 
which only investigates 2 
to 3 per cent of the com- 
plaints filed each year, has 
• launched an investigation 
into the case. 
In an unusually exploitative 
arrangement by the university'sown 
account, Chun performed professo- 
rial duties and attracted over 
$1.4-million in research contracts 
while at U of T - but was not paid by 
the university. His salary and ben- 
efits were entirely derived from the 
external contracts he attracted, while 
his position was status-only profes- 
sor to enable him to apply for the 
grants.

exit of the library. 

Question: I was made aware today 
that the public document collection 
currently located on the third floor 
library is to be moved to the second 
floor. This is a ridiculous idea. Hav- 
ing the public documents in its own 
section facilitates the use of them; 
moving them will make it terribly 
confusing. Although I am graduat- 
ing this year, I am still very con- 
cerned for those students that will 
have to search for something with 
difficulty. P.S. I was also made aware 
that Frank Stradiotto will be moved 
downstairs and will have less time to 
assist students with the public docu- 
ments. Please reconsider this move. 

Reply: The Amiable Librar- 

ian assures you that the library would 
never do anything deliberately that 
would impair its ability to offer serv- 
ice. Any change it makes is designed 
to offer more efficient service to us- 
ers. As a start, the Amiable Librarian 
admits you are correct: this summer 
it is the library's intention to move 
public documents, along with 
Mr.Stradiotto, down to the second 
floor. But you should know three 
things about the move. 

First, only "core" documents 
will be moved. As you can imagine, 
these will include the statistical ma- 
terial, as well as legislative debates, 
bills, statues, and other material that 
the library does not think should cir- 
culate, the material which remains 
will be available for circulation in 
line with an earlier Senate motion on 
this topic. Mr. Stradiotto will be di- 
rectly involved in the decision-mak- 
ing process as to what goes. 

Second, all public documents 
will remain organized according to 
the familiarCODOC system and thus 
they will remain as a distinct collec- 
tion The On-line Catalogue will be 
recoded to indicate which are on the 
second floor and which are on the 
third. 

Third, Mr.Stradiotto will still 
be available to help students for ex- 



actly the same hours that he is at 
present. It is true that, positioned at 
the main reference desk, he may also 
be involved with questions that have 
nothing todo with public documents. 
But it is also true that other staff there 
will — the library's biggest concern 
with the current arrangements is that 
with when Mr.Stradiotto is not around 
(breaks, evenings, sick days and va- 
cations), it has become much more 
difficult to service public documents 
from the second floor. The Amiable 
Librarian acknowledges that other 
staff will have to be trained in the use 
of the collection so that they can 
assist in Mr.Stradiotto's absences but 
rest assured, he will continue to be 
the library's front line specialist in 
documents, just as other reference 
staff will continue as specialists in 
their respective areas. 

Question: Why does the library have 
so few microfilm machines? With 
all the information that is stored in 
this manner, three microfilm read- 
ers are not adequate, especially con- 
sidering the time it takes to search a 
microfilm. 

Reply: The Amiable Librarian is in 
total agreement with you. Do you 
real ize however, that one new micro- 
film reader costs between $14 000 
and $1 9 000, and that with the huge 
cuts the library has suffered , it has 
not yet been possible to but one. 
However, according to the library's 
business officer, Ms.Helena Shep- 
herd, the library expects to have the 
funds for such a purchase at the be- 
ginning of the next academic year. 

Question: What is this I hear about 
an idle employee who must sit around 
and wait until a certain time to fix a 
paper-jammed photocopier. How 
much does bad policy like this cost 
the student? 

Reply: You are correct in pointing 
out that the photocopiers are fixed on 
a schedule, not whenever they break 
down. The reason for this is that with 
staff cut-backs this past year, the per- 
son who used to maintain and fix 
equipment now has to perform a 
multiplicity of other tasks — for ex- 
ample, photocopy ing for students off- 
campus. Believe the Amiable: he is 
not idle!

Although insulin, diet 
and exercise can control the condi- 
tion, to date, there is no cure for the 
disease. That is wvv this campaign is 
geared to generating awareness and 
raising funds for research and pre- 
vention." 

The annual bottle drive also helps to 
protect the environment. "The Beer 
Store is committed to environmental 
causes," says Pat Bartholomew, Presi- 
dent of The Beer Store. 'Today, 



almost 99 per cent of beer bottles are 
recovered and reused 15 to 20 times.

Letter to the editor 



In the past few weeks, it has been evident to some Laurentian 
students that there is a basic flaw in the fairness of the application of 
Scholarships. 

Some full-time students with averages exceeding 80% were expect- 
ing to receive a Scholarship this year under new funding from the 
University, but didn't. 

The policy for this Scholarship is that a student must carry a 
minimum thirty credit course load and achieve a minimum average of 80%. 
However, with increasing budget cuts, course availability has been sacri- 
ficed to the point where some courses are offered on an alternate basis. The 
resulting problem is that for some students it is difficult to carry a thirty 
credit course load per year. The number of students this affects is unclear. 

Diane Massicotte has said that three students have been in to contact 
with her regarding the policy whereas student Awards will only say that 
many students have called to complain about the policy. 



The new Scholarship initiative was announced to many students in 
their registration package. On the surface it appears that the university has 
made a huge financial commitment. In reality, Laurentian has chosen a 
policy of application for the Scholarship which discriminates against 
students who are already suffering the ill effects of a poorly managed 
university. 

To date, Student Awards has said that funding will not be made 
available to students in this position. However, if you feel that you should 
be eligible for a scholarship and have to date been denied, 

It is highly recommended that you call someone at the Awards 
office immediately to have your case appealed.

Laurentian to Participate at North 
Bay Day of Action

On September 26th and 
27th, citizens of North Bay will be 
witnessing an event that has been 
seen in many northern communi- 
ties over the past year. The city that 
bills itself as the gateway to the 
north will host the latest 'Days of 
Action' protest against the Con- 
servative government of Mike 
Harris. This is the third such pro- 
test in the north. It follows protests 
in Sudbury and Thunder Bay. 

The Days of Action pro- 
tests were started two years ago as 
organized labourcame together with 
community groups and student or- 
ganizations to take a stand against 
what they believed to be the harsh 
and unfair policies of Mike Harris, 
the Conservative Premier hailing 
from North Bay. The largest of the 
demonstrations occurred in Toronto 
last year as over 300,000 people 
marched down University Avenue 
in the provincial capital. Other 
protests have occurred in places 
such as Hamilton, London, Water- 
loo, and Peterborough. 

As has been the case in 
every Days of Action protest so far, 
Laurentian students and faculty plan 
to be there. The Laurentian Coali- 
tion for Social Justice, in coopera- 
tion with the SGA and the AEF, 
announced this week that as many 
as two buses would be leaving from 
Laurentian to attend the protest. A 
30 percent increase in tuition over 
the past two years, as well as the 
specter of income contingent loan 
repayment for OSAP recipients 
have led many students to begin 
rallying against the current govern- 
ment. 

The upcoming Day of Ac- 
tion is significant in that it comes at 



a very controversial time for the Mike 
Harris government. The government 
is currently planning legislation (Bill 
136) that would limit the right to 
strike for public servants and teach- 
ers. This legislation has been met 
with the threat to strike by unions 
such as the Canadian Union of Publ ic 
Employees and the Ontario Second- 
ary Student Teachers Federation. 
Both unions as well as others have 
declared that the North Bay event 
will be a major building action to 
oppose Bill 136. 

As with other Days of Ac- 
tion protests, the first day of the event 
will be dedicated to issue-specific 
rallies and workplace closures. It 
appears that Nipissing University will 
be the sight of an information picket 
during the morning of the 26th, to be 
followed by an education rally with 
people involved with every area of 
the education sector. Friday evening 
will be capped off by a social event 
entitled the 'resistdance' which will 
feature the Juno nominated Grievous 
Angels as well as North Bay favour- 
ites the Fundamentals. Saturday the 
27th will be highlighted by a large 
rally through downtown. This rally 
is being billed as the largest rally ever 
to occur in Northern Ontario. 

Laurentian participation is

Cana- 
dian Federation of Students locals 
from as far as Windsor and Thunder 
Bay have committed to sending stu- 
dents to North Bay.

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What Is A Virus?

Everyone has heard of viruses before, but many people do 
not really know what a virus is or does. The word itself comes 
from Latin and means 'poison'. The Oxford English dictionary 
defines it as "a morbid poison of contagious disease.". It is quite 
obvious then, that viruses are undesirable and harmful. A better 
understanding of how viruses are constructed will show us that 
while viruses can be very destructive, they can also do a lot of 
good. 

The difficulty in understanding the concept of a virus is 
that there are untold numbers of viruses in existence and each 
one can have very different or very similar symptoms. There is 
no exact list of criteria for viruses so it can be next to impossible 
to say with one hundred percent certainty that an illness or death 
can be attributed to a virus. Some viruses only effect certain 
plants, some only effect certain animals. With all of these 
variabil ity ' s, what makes a virus a virus and not something else? 
Some of the fundamental characteristics of viruses in- 
clude their extremely small size, their need for a living cell (they 
can't multiply without it), and their simple chemical constitu- 
tion. Most viruses are made up of a protein coat, nucleic acids, 
and sometimes a viral envelope. So what is it about them that 
makes them so dangerous, sometimes even lethal and yet so 
useful? The answer lies in the life cycle of the virus. 

The virus first must find its way into a living cell. As Dr. 
Andrew Scott writes in New Scientist, the next step in the life 
cycle is "the decoding of its genes to.produce viral proteins, and 
the replication of the viral genetic material. The new proteins 
and the copies of genetic material then assemble into new 
viruses, which escape from the cell to continue infection else- 
where. By infecting cells in this manner, viruses either kill the 
cells, or they change them in some way.". It would seem that the 
entire purpose of a virus is simply to wreak havoc and death 
upon living cells. 

The truth is that scientists are now exploring the possibil- 
ity that viruses can actually do much good. In areas of genetics, 
agricultural developments, and most importantly, in disease 
research, virologists are exploiting viruses to their own ends. 
Researchers believe that viruses hold the key to curing genetic 
diseases, famine, and can greatly increase the productive capac- 
ity of crops and farm animals. These are certainly high expec- 
tations of a microscopic entity that has quite literally been the 
plague of mankind, yet viruses are continuing to break new 
boundaries in scientific research. 

Considering that viruses have the potential to do very 
good things and very bad things in our lives, it is pretty important 
that people have at least a basic understanding of what a virus is 
all about. As scientists continue to make new breakthroughs, 
viruses will become a household word, and a part of everyday 
life. Whether this is a positive or a negative thing, you will have 
to judge for yourselves.

Common Cold 

Thisfamiliarvirusisone 
that effects everyone, through- 
out their entire lives. It has an 
incubation period (the time 
between infection and the out- 
break of disease) of approxi- 
mately ten days. This infec- 
tion is always spread by tiny 
droplets from an infected per- 
son who sneezes or coughs. 
An uncovered sneeze or cough 
projects thousands of infected 
particles into the air. For all of 
the stoics out there who think 
they are being noble by con- 
tinuing to go to class or work 
despite their illness, DON'T. 
Do everyone else and your- 
self a favour and stay at home 
until you're well, or at least 
bring a handkerchief or 
Kleenex everywhere you go. 

Influenza 

This can be a very diffi- 
cult infection to diagnose due 
to its vast array of symptoms 
and its similarities with other 
diseases. This virus, actually, 
there are several different vi- 
ruses in the flu family, can be 
spread by both droplets and 
by fine particles that can re- 
main viable in air for some 
time. The first signs of flu are 
usually headaches, accompa- 
nied with a shivery feeling 
and body aches. Flu infection 
can also include the symp- 
toms of a cold (coughing and 
sneezing), may include a fe- 
ver, mental depression, and 
overall weakness. As we have 
all experienced first-hand, the 
flu makes you feel absolutely 
wretched and can take a long 
time to completely recover 
from. Some complications can 
also arise if the patient does 
not allow themselves the 
proper time to recover, as the 
immune system is greatly 
weakened and pneumonia can 
develop. Again the spread of 
flu viruses is greatly reduced 
by using a handkerchief or 
Kleenex. 

Chicken Pox 

Those who have experi- 



enced this virus most likely 
remember what an ordeal it 
was. This infection is the prod- 
uct of the Varicella virus and 
has an incubation period of 
two-three weeks. The symp- 
toms include a rash (that, if 
memory serves, is extremely 
itchy), a slight rise in body 
temperature. A number of 
small vesicles (membranous, 
usually fluid-filled sacs or 
pouches) develop, dry up, then 
scab over. Picking at the vesi- 
cles, including scratching 
them, can often lead to perma- 
nent scarring. A single expo- 
sure to the Varicella virus is 
often enough to build a life- 
long resistance. 

Measles 

This is a highly conta- 
gious disease with an incuba- 
tion period of about two weeks . 
It is characterized by symp- 
toms of catarrh (an inflamma- 
tion of any mucous membrane, 
especially that of the nasal pas- 
sages, usually accompanied by 
a discharge from the mem- 
brane), fever, and development 
of spots on the mucous mem- 
brane of the cheeks that are red 
and small with a bluish-white 
speck in the middle). These 
spots appear before the char- 
acteristic rash develops on the 
rest of the skin. Again it is a 
virus transmitted by droplets. 
These droplets are brought 
about through the respiratory 
tract. This is a dangerous dis- 
ease for expecting mothers and 
proper precautions should be 
taken to avoid exposure. 

Mumps 

Again this is a highly 
infectious disease that is trans- 
mitted directly from one per- 
son to another through drop- 
lets in the breath. The effects 
include painful swelling of pa- 
rotid gland, sickness, head- 
ache, muscular pains, and 
swelling of the parotid glands. 
The incubation period is be- 
tween two-three weeks and the 
mumps can take a prolonged 
amount of time to recover 
from. 




Herpes, Cold Sores, Feve 
Blisters 

Despite the stigma sur- 
rounding these viruses, they are 
actually quite common among 
the human population. There 
are several different theories as 
to the origins of these viruses, 
including a theory that they 
exist in the human body natu- 
rally and only later develop 
viral properties. Another theory 
is that infection with the virus 
occurred in early childhood and 
the virus has persisted ever 
since. The unfortunate aspect 
of these viruses are that, once 
exposed, the virus remains for 
life. 



Warts 

It might be surprising, 
but the unsightly afflictions 
known as warts are actually 
caused by a filterable virus as 1 
opposed to a bacteria. There 
are several different types of 
warts; the common flat type, 
the stalked or pedunculate kind, 
the 'fig-wart', planter's warts, 
and orders. All of these types 
of warts are actually caused by 
the same virus (this means that 
no one type of wart is any bet- 
ter or worse than any other), 
and the human wart viruses are 
not transmittable to animals or 
vice versa. 

Hanta virus 

While you may not have 
heard of this virus, it is a new 
and deadly virus that originates 
from Korea but has been re- 
ported as close as Algonquin 
Park. This virus is spread from 
the carcasses of dead animals 
and/or their feces. It is 
improtant when cleaning out 
your cottage in the spring, if 
there are any dead mice etc. 
you must wear rubber gloves 
and use javex to clean every- 
thing,. Be very careful not to 
stir up the dust in the air as this 
will spread the virus and will 
be breathed in.

"FRAUD AND CON ARTISTS" 
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A Bad Rap?

The word virus evokes 
images of plague, illness, and 
all things unhealthy. But the 
truth of the matter is that vi- 
ruses have many practical ap- 
plications that can be of great 
use in the agricultural, medi- 
cal, and research fields. Vi- 
ruses are used in gene therapy, 
drug engineering, and all sorts 
of commercial uses. It is hard 
for the layman to understand 
how a virus, which is so dan- 
gerous to both plants and ani- 
mals, not to mention bacteria, 
can be so useful at the same 
time. Viruses are like fire that 
way, when controlled, they can 
be exploited for the needs of 
mankind, but when uncon- 
trolled, they can have horrify- 
ing consequences. 

Because viruses can in- 
sert their own genetic infor- 
mation into the genetic infor- 
mation of the host cell, they 
can be used to alter the perma- 
nent genetic information of 
the cell. This offers an excit- 
ing range of possibilities for 
genetic engineers who use vi- 
ruses in their research. 
Through manipulation of the 
genes within the virus, the 
genetic engineer can introduce 
virtually anything they want 
into the genetic information 
of the cell itself. For people 
suffering from genetic disease, 
the faulty genes in their own 
chromosomes could conceiv- 
ably be corrected. While this 
research is still in the experi- 
mental stages, it raises a lot of 
hope for the future prospects 
of people with genetic dis- 
eases. 

Another potential use 
for viruses in the medical field 
relates to drug therapy. By 
eliminating the contents of the 
viral envelope and replacing 
it with a package of drugs 
(for medicinal purposes), 
a 'Supervirus' can be cre- 
ated. The benefits of this 
technology are the crea- 
tion of ultra-effective 
drugs that target the spe- 
cific cells where they are 
needed most. Drug 
therapy would be revolu- 
tionized to such a point 
that even illnesses that are 
not genetic could be 
treated with greater effi- 
ciency and accuracy by 
these new designer drugs. 
Viruses are such 
useful tools for biologi- 
cal research in part be- 
cause of their simple 



structure; they are among the 
simplest life forms in the world. 
They can be used to vaccinate 
against diseases, including the 
possibility of developing a sin- 
gle vaccine that could provide 
immunity against a host of dis- 
eases. The potential uses of 
viruses in many different fields 
are just beginning to be ex- 
plored and the limits are end- 
less. Even the world of bacte- 
ria is not safe from the on- 
slaught of viral attack as 
bacteriophages are also being 
manipulated to increase their 
efficiency in infecting the mi- 
croorganisms. 

The use of viruses in the 
agricultural field is another area 
of research that is in an experi- 
mental phase. With the help of 
viruses, industrial pesticides 
(for use on crops) are becom- 
ing stronger and vastly more 
effective. Viruses can be engi- 
neered to attack certain insects 
or bacteria that affect certain 
crops. It is conceivable that 
crops will be virtually immune 
to pestilence and plague. This 
has important ramifications for 
farmers, consumers, and econo- 
mies the world over. 

The possibility of super- 
animals also exists with the 
evolving viral technology. Im- 
agine a cow whose germ cells 
have been genetically altered 
by a virus so that the cow's 
milk production is doubled. Or 
a chicken who has been geneti- 
cally altered to produce mam- 
moth eggs. There really is no 
end to the things that viruses 
will one day be able to accom- 
plish. Once viruses have at- 
tained a bit of respectability, 
the general public will be bet- 
ter able to accept some of the 
remarkable breakthroughs be- 
ing achieved, and viruses might 
not have as a bad a rap as they 
have had. 



A Virologist Speaks

Laurentian University's 
Dr. Ratiarson was kind enough 
to take time out of her busy 
schedule to answer some of 
my questions regarding vi- 
ruses. The following is a brief 
summary of that interview. 
Thank you again to Dr. 
Ratiarson, whose information 
about viruses, and AIDS were 
of great assistance. 

Q. What is the difference be- 
tween a virus and a retrovirus? 
A. A retrovirus is a type of 
virus that has RNA for its ge- 
nome, as opposed to DNA, 
which allows the retrovirus to 
splice its own genetic infor- 
mation into that of the cell that 
it is infecting. A prime exam- 
ple of this would be the HIV 
virus, as opposed to the Vari- 
cella virus (causes chicken 



pox) which is a less complex 
type of virus than a retrovirus.. 

Q. Is the experimental use of 
viruses agoodth ing ? Is it safe ? 
A. Yes, the use of viruses in 
things like pesticides and 
vaccines is safe. Only a small, 
inactive portion of the virus, 
for example a portion from the 
viral envelope, is used to allow 
the immune system to build up 
a resistance to the virus. Vi- 
rologists use recombinant DNA 
technology (splicing strands of 
genetic material- DNA- from 
different organisms and insert- 
ing the resultant combination 
into a host virus or bacterium) 
to weaken the virus to be used 
in a vaccine, thereby eliminat- 
ing the 'dangerous' or infec- 
tious part of the virus. There 
remains just enough of the 
original virus to stimulate an 
immune response. . It is a 



completely safe process. The 
same process is used to create 
baculoviruses that are used in 
pesticides for crops. 

Q. Can viruses become resist- 
ant to vaccines like bacteria 
become resistant to antibiot- 
ics? 

A. No. Bacteria mutate to be- 
come new bacteria that are re- 
sistant to antibiotics that may 
have been effective against it 
earlier. Vaccines are different 
because it comes from part of 
the virus itself. Antibiotics are 
made up of drugs that fight the 
invading bacteria, vaccines are 
the result of the stimulation of 
the immune system from a de- 
funct part of the actual virus. 
(A vaccine is sufficient protec- 
tion from a specific viral infec- 
tion, thus the elimination of the 
smallpox virus, except in con- 
tainment in research facilities.)

There may very well be a 
lot of exciting and promising 
new developments in the field 
of viral technology but the real 
dilemma is whether are not this 
is a good idea. I would cer- 
tainly love to see a world in 
which there were no such things 
as crippling genetic disorders, 
plagues, or starvation but can 
we really be responsible and 
safe about things that we don't 
really understand? I under- 
stand that a great deal of re- 
search and experimentation 
goes on before anything is ever 
practically applied, but how do 
we know if it's enough? No 
one would begrudge anybody 
the benefits of viral research 
but what happens when some- 
thing goes wrong? It goes re- 
ally wrong. 

How can we 
be sure of all of 
the conse- 
quences of re- 
leasing viral 
pesticides into 
the environ- 
ment. There is 
absolutely no 
way to be sure 
of every little 
thing that 
could happen, 
every little ad- 
verse reaction 
in the environ- 
ment, or the ad- 
verse reaction 



on the human population. The 
idea of playing God on such a 
large scale is terrifying and 
bespeaks the unbelievable ar- 
rogance of mankind. What 
happens to the delicate ecosys- 
tem when virologists unleash 
their designer viruses and 
tamper with nature? 

I really believe that na- 
ture has a way of correcting 
any mistakes that develop as a 
result of human interference. 
We may believe that we have 
the power to control certain 
aspects of the natural, biologi- 
cal world but something else 
will evolve to compensate for 
that interference. There are 
already new strains of viruses 
that are immune to vaccines or 
any other form of treatment. 
What we're seeing here is the 
creation of even scarier, and 
more dangerous viruses that are 
man made (whether for aggres- 



sive use or not) that can not be 
stopped. I don't question the 
validity or the usefulness of 
viral research, but I do believe 
that we, the public, need to ask 
more questions and keep the 
researchers more accountable 
for their actions. 

With a little subtle alteration the vaccinia 
virus might protect people from many diseases 
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Sudbury Site For International 
Conference 

The Holiday Inn. Sudbury . Ontario, has been selected as the site for an international conference dealing with 
"emerging viruses". 

Among the speakers at the "Common Front Against 
the Common Foe" Conference will be Dr. Leonard 
Horowitz of Maryland (USA), the author of the best 
selling Emerging Viruses: From Aids to Ebola, and Dr. 
Garth Nicolson of California. Dr. Nicolson has pub- 
lished over 400 scientific and medical papers and edited 
1 3 books, and his research has identified a myco-plasma 
which is not only linked to Gulf War Illness, but which 
may also result in symptoms similar to Multiple Sclero- 
sis, Alzheimer's, Lupus and other autoimmune disorders. 
Also on the program will be Dr. Jeff Sherkey of Toronto, 
who is known for his pioneering research into and treat- 
ment of Fibromyalgia and Myalgic Encephalomyelitis. 
Participating in the conference will be Capt. Joyce 
Riley, RN, of the U.S. Military and Lt. Louise Richards, 
RN, of the Canadian Armed Forces. Both Capt. Riley and 
Lt. Richards suffer from Gulf War Illness and each is the 
president of their respective Veteran's Association. This 
will be the first time they will be sharing their experiences 
on the same program. 

Because the focus will be on the emerging viruses 
and sub-viral organisms that have developed since the 
mid-1970's and which appear to be increasing in both 
incidence and virulence, the Conference has been titled 
"Common Cause Against Common Foe". There is mount- 
i ing evidence that a single agent may give rise to a variety 

of brain diseases as was suggested recently by Nancy Wexler, President of the Hereditary 

Disease Foundatin. Ms.Wexler was quoted in the Globe and Mail of Aug. 8, 1 997, as suggesting 

that insoluble protein balls forming in brain cell nuclei might "provide a common, underlying 

explanation for all neurodegenerative diseases." 

Mr. Byron Timmermans, President of the Fibromyalgia Society of Ontario, points out 

that the discoveries reported in the G. and M. article can 

be linked to the work of Dr. Carleton Gajdusek who has 

demonstrated the presence of insoluble amyloid fibrils in 

the brain cells, and these can in turn be linked to a variety 

of bain diseases. It may well be that if we solve the 

mystery of these insoluble protein masses that are killing 

brain cells, we will solve the mystery of Alzheimer's, 

Aids, Parkinson's, Huntington's, Multiple Sclerosis, 

Fibromyalgia, Myalgic Encephalomyelitis, Lupus and 

other such diseases. Hence the title of our Conference: 

"Common Cause Against the Common Foe." 

All presentations will be open to the public except 

for a special Saturday Noon Luncheon featuring Drs. 

Nicolson and Sherkey, which will be limited to medical

The easiest and most effective way of stopping the 
spread of viruses is by using simple common sense. By 
covering your mouth when you cough or sneeze, by reducing 
your exposure to infected people, and by not sharing food and 
drinks with other people, you can greatly reduce your risk of 
becoming infected by an airborne virus. Even if someone 
does not display the symptoms of an illness, it could just be 
in the incubation period. 

The powers of resistance that the immune system has 
depend a great deal on not being overburdened. When you 
let yourself get over tired and rundown, you are just begging 
to pick up come kind of viral infection.

What people don't seem to realize is that this does 
apply to you and the people you know and not just everybody 
else. The fact of the matter is that it's too late to take 
responsibility for your actions after you've become infected, 
especially with something like AIDS. Even if AIDS is not 
curable right now, it is preventable and there is absolutely no 
excuse for contracting it through intravenous drug use or 
unprotected sex.

recombine into the cell's 
DN A, researchers hope to find 
a way to stop this deadly dis- 
ease. Unfortunately, as stated 
earlier, the virus can simply 
mutate to overcome any road- 
blocks in its way. 

The tricky thing here is 
that people who have AIDS 
do not die of AIDS. The dis- 
ease known as AIDS obliter- 
ates the immune system. This 



means that a pesky cold or flu 
can turn deadly. Even the bac- 
teria that is normally present in 
the human body, like yeast, can 
become life-threatening. The 
original difficulty in identify- 
ing AIDS is directly related to 
the fact that the disease can 
present itself in many different 
forms. In the end, the most 
important factors are that there 
is no cure as of yet, and that the 
spread of this virus is com- 
pletely controllable. 
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AIDS & The HIV Virus

The epidemic known as AIDS is caused by the Human 
Immune Deficiency virus, a retrovirus that attacks the immune 
system and renders it useless. Unlike cold and flu viruses, HIV 
is not an airborne virus that can be transmitted through cough- 
ing or sneezing. It is, in fact, carried through bodily fluids like 
blood, semen, and vaginal secretions. In this "Age of AIDS", 
it is obvious that this disease can affect anyone and everyone, 
so it is crucial that we have at least a basic understanding of the 
HIV virus and how it works. 

Retroviruses are a dangerous family of viruses that are 
extremely difficult to combat. They have RNA for their genetic 
information, as opposed to DNA. This means that they have the 
enzyme known as reverse transcriptase which allows them to 
transfer RNA into DNA. The viral envelope of HIV has the 
ability to bind with receptor cites on the surface of T4 
lymphocytes (white blood cells of the immune system). The 
retrovirus is thus able to enter into the cell and begin the process 
of replicating itself and spreading the infection to other cells. 

The RNA is transcribed into DNA to form a double 
strand. The DNA of the original cell is then cut and a piece of 
the viral DNA is inserted into the cell's DNA. The cells then 
reproduce other cells that are infected with the DNA of the HIV 
virus. These infected T4 cells, now HIV cells, can not perform 
their original function of providing the body with an immune 
response from hostile invaders like bacteria and other oppor- 
tunistic pathogens. This is how the HIV virus provokes the 
onslaught of Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome. The 
billions of common bacteria floating in the air, that we breathe 
in every single day, become a deadly threat to people with 
AIDS. 

Because of the ability of the virus to copy its own genetic 
information and insert it into the human cell, it can mutate faster 
than scientists can track it. This poses an enormous problem in 
the search for a cure or vaccine for AIDS. While it is possible 
to develop a vaccine for a certain type of HI V virus, another one 
comes along just as quickly. These mutations do not exists only 
from person to person, but it is also within a single person that 
these mutations develop. It is no great wonder that finding a 
cure is such a challenging job and will no doubt take many years 
of continued research. 

Current research on the treatment of AIDS and manage- 
ment of HI V has taken many directions. Drug therapies to boost 
the immune system as compensation for the infected cells is one 
method that is being practiced. There are also techniques aimed 
at attacking the virus itself. By interfering with the virus' ability 
to translate its RNA into DNA, cut the cell's DNA, to and

The Bola virus was first 
identified as far back as 
1979. It was said that 
the out break in Marbury was 
originally caused by the Afri- 
can Green Monkey that was 
imported from Uganda to Yu- 
goslavia 

but was not officially con- 
cluded. In fact, the initial virus 
was caused by patient spread 
of the disease to close family 
members or through close con- 
tact. During the Marbury out- 
break, there was only one case 
given through sexual inter- 
course. The disease spread rap- 
idly through the reuse of hypo- 
dermic needles, poor contami- 
nation, not enough isolation 
from public, and physician staff 
trying to treat the patients. 

The Ebola virus is con- 
nected with viruses that cause 
Hemorrhage fevers, which are 
a group of diseases caused by 
viruses from different groups 
such as: Arena viruses, and 
Flariviruses. In the Ebola case, 
the natural host for the virus is 
unknown. It begins with a fe- 
ver or flu like symptoms and 
muscle aches, but throughout a 
short period of time (around 
1 2-24hours) the viruses causes 
severe bleeding out of the all 
pours eyes, mouth , nose, and 
ears and later leads to respira- 
tory problems, leading to hear 
t failure and death. 

Until the recently, only 
three Ebola outbreaks have 
been reported, the first two had

been reported in Zaire and Su- 
dan, in 1979. 

The first outbreak in Zaire was 
one the largest of the two out- 
breaks with 550 cases of Ebola 
causing well over 340 deaths. 
While the outbreak in Sudan 
was relatively smaller with 
only 34 cases resulting in 22 
deaths. During each of the 
outbreaks, a majority of cases 
occurred in the hospital set- 
tings under challenging condi- 
tions in a developing world. 
Quarantine procedures were 
taken but proved to be lacking 
in many ways. 

The 1995 Ebola virus 
outbreak is centered in Kikwit, 
Zaire (Captial of Zaire) , which 
appeared to have began with a 
patient in Kitwit on April 10, 
1995. The patient was sup- 
posed to have a routine opera- 
tion, but the medical team 
found symptoms of the Ebola 
virus in his blood stream. The 
Ebola virus was finally detected 
by a Physician from Belgium 
who reported the disease to the 
Zairian Government. 

Ebola is spread through 
close personal contact 
with a person who has 
contracted the disease. People 
who are at the highest risk are 
hospital care workers, work- 
ing too closely to the patient. 
Hypodermic needles are con- 
stantly reused during treatment, 
this is common practice in de- 
veloping world countries, 
health care is severely under 



financed. 

When the Ebola virus is 
detected the hospital staff must 
follow a procedure call "Bar- 
rier Technique", which has five 
stages. 

1) Doctors and Nurses wear 
gowns, masks, gloves, and gog- 
gles 

2) Patient's visitors are very 
limited to visitation rights 

3) Disposable materials are 
burned after treatment 

4) All reusable material is steri- 
lized before reuse 

5) Complete isolation from 
other patients 

The only people at risk 
are those who are in 
close contact with a 
patient who has the Ebola vi- 
rus. There are no reports of 
anyone bringing the Ebola vi- 
rus back to Canada or the USA 
after being in Zaire. The CDC 
has sent 3 medical specialists 
to Zaire to investigate and help 
find a cure. They provide ad- 
vice and assistance in helping 
control the virus and prevent 
additional cases, collect speci- 
men's, study patients, and oth- 
ers that have been in close con- 
tact with someone that has con- 
tracted the deadly virus.

Michael's publisher 
thought he was just sending him on a book promotion tour, but Michael decided to use the trip to chronicle the state 
of the country weeks before the presidential election. This is a documentary, but like Roger & Me, it will be 
strangely funny seeing the real lives of people affected by the downsizing of America. Some highlights include a 
candy bar factory about to lay off employees for being too productive, a visit to "the worst place to live" in America, 
and an interview with the, president of Nike who tries to explain why most of their shoes are made by Indonesian 
children.

Dream With The Fishes {Sunday, 6pm) A low budget comedy/drama about suicide, voyeurism, LSD

The movie stars David 
Arquette as Terry, a nerdy, depressed, 
Peeping Tom who makes a pact with 
Nick, the male member of the couple 
he has been spying on. Nick has only 
a few weeks to live and together they 
decide to live out each other's fanta- 
sies, fueled by Terry's savings. At 
the end of the trip, Nick will reward 
Terry by killing him. Their strange 
roadtrip is somehow permanently 
sidetracked when they stay with Ter- 
ry's stripper aunt (Kathy Moiarity). 
The movie is full of intense emotions 
and superb acting by Arquette, Brad 
Hunt as Nick and Kathryn Erbe as 
Nick's girlfriend who finally sub- 
mits to his unorthodox plan on how 
to spend his final days. Just like many 
of my other picks, this movie is 
strange, but should attract a wide 
array of viewers. 
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Every year the gala line up is a virtual who's who of cinematic genius, 
and this year is no exception! From powerful directors, amazingly talented 
unknowns, and stacked casts the gala presentations will be the place to be. 
Last year I stayed away from the galas, but this year will be a little harder. 
Here is the line up and brief synopsis of what's on at the Odeon, every night 
at 7pm. 

L.A.Confidential (Thurs. Sept. 18) - Already billed as the 90's 
version of Chinatown, this star studded adaptation of James Elroy's 1990 
crime thriller is bound to be the talk of the festival. Starring Kevin Spacey, 
Russell Crowe, Guy Pearce, James Cromwell, David Strathairn, Danny 
DeVito and Kim Basinger this movie has more plot and character twists than 
a pretzel factory. The story follows a celebrity cop (Spacey) who is an advisor 
to a TV cop show and has dealings on the side with a trash mag editor 
(DeVito) who sets up celebrities in compromising positions while Spacey 
comes in for the arrest. But at some point Spacey crosses paths with two other 
cops on the force; the honest and hated officer played by Guy Pearce and the 
tough guy played by Russell Crowe. These cops are linked only by the 
beautiful and mysterious character played by Kim Basinger, but a massacre 
at an all night coffee shop unites the three officers sending them spiraling 
through a maze of corruption and double dealings. 

Marquise (Fri. Sept 19) - This film is set in France during the reign of 
Louis XIV, this movie is a romantic drama about the life of the Marquise du 
Pare {Sophie Marceau), one of France's most notorious courtesans. The 
Marquise is an aspiring actress with a developed beauty that overpowers her 
minimal acting talent. Having secured a part in an acting troupe by marrying 
the lead actor, she finds herself performing for a smitten king and beginning 
a steamy affair with Jean Racine. This stunning period piece is directed by 
Academy Award nominee Vera Belmont and should delight the romantic at 
heart. 

Regeneration (Sat. Sept 20) - This movie starring Jonathan Price and 
Jonny Lee Miller seems to be on everyone's must see list. The story follows 
Dr. Wiliam Rivers, a pioneer of psychiatry in 1917 England. His attempts to 
deal with shell shocked and deeply disturbed patients incapacitated by their 
experiences in the trenches leads the story through the experiences of a 
distinguished anti-war poet, anotherpoet deeply troubled by his experiences, 
and a young man who rose from humble beginnings to become and officer 
who arrives at the hospital no longer able to speak. This film has been hailed 
by all who have seen it and should be of interest to all moviegoers. Without 
even seeing it, this movie is one of my top picks for a must see. 

Fairy Tale: A True Story (Sun. Sept 21) - To me this is a strange 
yet interesting pick for the closing night gala. The movie is based on a true 
story of two young girls at the height of WWI who capture fairies in action 
with a new camera. The film stars Peter O'Toole and Harvey Keitel as Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle and Harry Houdini, two of the world's most intriguing

There are so many interesting films at Cinefest that it would be impossible to cover them all in this feature. 
Here are a few films and groupings that may be of interest to moviegoers over the next few days. 

The Aboriginal Programming will include films such as the true story of a families struggle to overcome both 
sickness and hunger in the face of unfavorable odds in Silent Tears. Also featured will be AH Kazimi's documentary 
portrait of Iroquois photographer Jeffrey Thomas, this film. Shooting Indians: A Journey With Jeffrey Thomas 
captures the reality of Canada's First Nations. 

The World Cinema programming features How The War Started On My Island (Croatia), an offbeat story 
about a man's struggle to save his son from the Federal Yugoslav National Army 's barracks. Also, filmed in German 
Romantic style, Mother and Son (Germany/Russia) shows the devotion of a son tending to the needs of his dying 
mother, and set in post-war 1950's Iceland, Devil's Island is a bittersweet tale of an abandoned American military 
barracks home to a colorful group of people trying to make ends meet against all odds. Filmed in London and Nova 
Scotia, Love And Death On Long Island is a wonderful movie about generational clash and romantic obsession 
starring John Hurt and Jason Preistly, and Mathew Modine and Jonathan Rhys-Myers play brothers in The Maker, 
a suburban underworld pic also starring Mary-Louise Parker. 

If you are interested in Asian Programming, Cinefest has three films that are sure to be hits with audiences 
in Sudbury. Winner of the Special Jury Prize at the 1997 Berlin Film Festival, The River takes a look into the lives 
of a family who's strange lives take an unexpected turn as the son runs into his father in a gay men's sauna. The 
dilemmas continue in A Hot Roof where a police standoff ensues when ten women take matters into their own hand 
in defense of an abused friend while all of Korea watches, glued to their televisions. And finishing up the Asian 
programming. Kids Return is an ironic look at two maverick teenagers struggling to find their niche in highly 
competitive Japanese society. 

And lets not forget our own Canadian Programming. Featured at this years festival will be The Hanging 
Garden, a story about a man's return home after ten years of leaving his friends and family behind. Nothing has 
changed except the impending marriage betweep the two friends from his past. Tu as crie Let Me Go is a poetic cry 
from beyond the grave of a mother trying to understand heroin addiction and the loss of a child, and Drowning In 
Dreams is a documentary about a Thunder Bay entrepreneur's obsession with the wreck of the Gunilda, lying at 
the bottom of Lake Superior.

This summer while I was try- 
ing to find something interesting to 
read, I got the idea to check out the 
other works of Peter Benchley after 
watching Jaws for the thousandth 
time. These books are not the easiest 
things to find. Most can be found in a 
local used bookstore and are worth 
picking up. 

Other than Jaws, Peter 
Benchley has released a small number 
of books with the same style theme to 
them, but adds twists and turns that 
makes them just as interesting as the 
last. The newest book released is 
White Shark, which was the first of 
the three novels I read. White Shark 
is an updated version of Jaws with a 
technological/biological twist. The 
story is about a marine biologist who 
is tracking a Great White off the 
shores of Connecticut, but comes 
across a barrage of animal and even- 
tually human killings that are com- 
pletely un-natural. The creature is a 
biological creation from World War 
II Germany and can adapt to any 
situation and has a need to feed that is 
virtually unstoppable. As the hunt for 
whatever is killing every living thing 
in the water ensues, the story twists 
and turns and scares the shit right out 
of the reader.

Another great novel by 
Benchley is The Beast. Once again 
the story revolves around a sea crea- 
ture that attacks and feeds at a grue- 
some rate, but this one revolves 
around a squid that can literally tear a 
boat apart and frighten anyone who 
reads the book. The formula does 
follow almost exactly the same as 
Jaws, but it is still frightening none 
the less.

instill as much fear in the beach as the 
original Jawsdid. Following the hunt 
for a Great White feeding off the 
shores of Amity, NY, the local Sher- 
iff comes across more than he bar- 
gained for. The mayor does not be- 
lieve there is a killer shark, his chil- 
dren play in the water all day, the 
town does not want the* beaches 
closed, and every fisherman in the 
state is trying to hunt down the shark 
for a reward. Chief Brody enlists the 
help of a marine Biologist and a rusty 
old sea dog who hunts sharks for a 
living and for the sport. Even if you 
have seen this movie ahundred times, 
the book will still scare you even 
more. For some reason, the written 
word seems just that much more ter- 
rifying. 

Jaws is a literary classic that 
is often d isregarded due to the strength 
of the movie. People would rather 
watch a movie than sit down and lose 
themselves in a book. That is a shame 
because no matter how good a movie 
is (Jaws is one of my al time favorites), 
the book is always that much better.

Beginning in September 1997, 
Laurentian University, in collabora- 
tion with York University, is offer- 
ing a Certificate in Dispute Resolu- 
tion. Under the auspices of the Per- 
sonal and Professional Development 
program of Laurentian's Centre for 
Continuing Education, this new cer- 
tificate program is designed to pro- 
vide educational and practical skills 
training forpractitioners in the emerg- 
ing profession of dispute resolution. 
Recent reforms to Ontario's 
civil litigation process will require 
most lawsuits to attempt mediation. 
Great interest has been shown re- 
cently in the preventive aspects of 
Alternative Dispute Resolution. Busi- 
nesses, civic organizations, public 
bodies, schools, churches, and many 
others have begun to realize the value 
of designing their own processes for 
managing the conflicts that 
invevitably arise through theiractivi- 
ties. 



This certificate program will 
provide students with knowledge 
about all processes of dispute resolu- 
tion, and will gain knowledge of the 
legal system that all dispute resolu- 
tion practitioners need. Students ac- 
cepted into the Dispute Resolution 
Certificate Program should have a 
Bachelor's degree, but do not require 
any specific professional background. 
The program meets the requirements 
for admission to the Arbitration and 
Mediation Institute of Ontario. 

The program includes two re- 
quired courses in the background, 
theory, ethics, and practical skills of 
conflict resolution, and a series of 
special interest courses including fam- 
ily mediation and conflict resolution, 
community conflict resolution, or- 
ganizational conflict, and arbitration. 

Laurentian University will 
offer an optional practicum program 
following the course that will offer 
students the opportunity to obtain 
practical experience and mentoring 
in dispute resolution.
